Last week we gave the Important fea­ 
tures of the bill introduced in the House of 
Representatives by General Banning, of 
Ohio, which hi9 for its object the reorgani­ 
zation of the Army of the United States, 
Banning is chairman of the Committee on 
Military Affairs, and as such reported the 
bill. It 19 a Democraticj;measure. It is 
one designed to help the South, lit i9 one 
calculated to cripple the army. It smacks 
of Democratic hate from beginning to end* 
Look, for instance, at the substance of the 
forty-third section of the bill, which de­ 
ciares in plain woAfc that if Congress shall 
refuse or neglect to make appropriations 
for the ar^iy, “such refusal or neglect shall 
be deemed equivalent to au express act for 
the abolition of the military establishment* 
and the army shall be forthwith disband­ 
ed.’’ This section, of course*, was embodied 
in the bill in anticipation that the Demo­ 
crats will soon be in a position to force the 
disband moot of the army. This; is just 
What tire rebel-spirited 
people iu the 
South and their Northern allies, want. 
Abolish the army and the Democratic par­ 
ty would then be free to do its worst in the 
South. To murders aud outrages, there 
would be no end. The ballot box, if it 
possibly couii be, would be farther out of 
the reach of the colored voters thin it is 
now. The lives and property of the ne- 
froes, a od of the .white Republicans who* 
Within a few years have settled in the 
South, would be at the mercy of the 
worst element in the Southern Democratic 
party. 
These are some oi the results looked for 
by General Banning and hts 
Southern 
friends. It is a model bill, one,«which on 
its face, seems good enough, but “ it is con­ 
trived on the model of the well-known re­ 
ceipt for curing a dog of fits, to cut off hts 
tall close up behiud his ears.” 
General 
Ba-iiiag trained his bill on tho supposed 
belief that the Ignited States army is dan­ 
gerous to our liberties—the liberties of the 
South, of course. Any power which will 
prevcut them from doing as they please, is a 
dangerous power and must be taken away. 
It is not on the score of economy, however, 
that Banning and his friends are cham­ 
pions of this bill. There is no civilized 
country on earth which spends so little for 
army purposes as the United States, when 
we take into account the vastness of our 
coast, the extent of our territory, and the 
number oi our population. It is wise, and 
absolutely necessary that the Government 
shall maintain a skeleton ct an army or­ 
ganization. It would be folly to do other­ 
wise. 
The 
United States were once 
caught napping and they paid dearly 
for it. The army is not now large, nor arc 
the expenditures in maintaining it, extrav­ 
agant. The 
regiments are g none 
too 
many, and the skilled officers now at the 
head of the military establishment, are not 
too great in number. 
The New York Herald in referring to 
the bill a tew days ago, advised some Dem­ 
ocrat who takes au interest in the next 
Presidential election, to bring about a bill 
as early as possible to reorganize the Dem­ 
ocratic party, and to be very careful that 
the first section shall provide for the imme­ 
diate retirement on half pay of General 
Banning 
aud several other prominent 
commanders of the 
Democratic forces. 
The last section of the bill repeals one of 
the sections of toe Revised Statutes of the 
United States wnich reads: 
“ No person who Has served in any capacity In 
the military, naval or civil service of the so-call­ 
ed Confederate States, or of either of the States 
In Insurrection during the late rehellion, shall be 
appointed to any position In the army of the 
United Stales.” 
The Herald concludes: “What we ask 
Mr. Banning is, what has that section to do 
With the reorganization of the army ? 
What possible relation has it to his bill ? 
We hope he will explain?" 
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Dr. Whiter Kempster, Superintendent of 
the Northern Hospital for the Insane, has 
sent us a printed extract from his report 
on the chronic insane.

The latter recommend certain important 
changes in the management of the Hos­ 
pital, that the present extravagance ex­ 
penditures might be done away with, and 
that the inmates might receive as good care 
m now. Kempster is at war with the 
Board on these recommendation. He pro­ 
poses to be the big toad in the puddle or no 
toad at all.

The great divine and orator* 
had several fancy pigs, which when they 
were slaughtered, had cost Mr, Beecher 
$26 each, and he sold them for $14. Mark 
could not understand the advantage of 
farming in that manner. Mr. Beecher an­ 
swered with an air of satisfaction, “The 
money part of the transaction is nothing, 
but I demonstrate the fact, that I can raise 
hogs !” 
Just so with the State dairy at the Hos­ 
pital tor tne iusane at Madison. 
Each 
cow costs more than her head is worth, 
but then some one,,(yes, but who?) is 
profited, aud Wisconsin can afford to pay 
the expenses. 
Such 
noble enterprises 
should be encouraged by all means ; and 
beside it Is dignified for the 4State of Wis­ 
consin, one of the noblest, tbrittiest, and 
most intelligent commonwealths 
in the 
galaxy of States, to engage iu #the milking 
business. Encouraged by previous success, 
more cows are wanted at M&dieon, and in 
the language of .the Fond du Lac Common­ 
wealth we give the particular reason: 
“ The dairy contains fifty cows fronrwbicb 
was made butter worth $8,331.5*2. 
The 
managers ask for $1,200 for thirty more 
cows, which will save $3,000 In butter » 
Indeed ! Fifty cows already on hand make 
three thousand dollars’ worth of butter, 
but thirty yet to be bought will make five 
thousand dollars.”

THE GODE, 


The II fetor y or a Duel—Tile Only Case 
of Hanston fo r Dueling Tho First 
Combat In this Country. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 
I do not know of more then one case in 
which a man has been hung for killing an­ 
other in a duel. In 1830, two young fel­ 
lows living in Belleville, St. Clair county, 
111., had a personal difference. It seemed 
to be impossible to reconcile them, and 
their fneuds determined to get up a sham 
duel between them, hoping that the ridic­ 
ulous issue of the affair would bring the 
dogmatic friends to their senses. One of 
them, Alpbonso Stewart, challenged the 
other, William Bennett, to meet him with 
rifles. Bennett accepted the challenge and 
the parties met near the village. It is said 
that Stewart was in the secret and that 
Bennett was not—bot believed it to be a 
reality. In auy event, after the gui^s had 
been handed to the principals and they 
turned to take their positions, Bennett, 
who claimed that he suspected 6ome sort 
of trickery, rolled a bullet into bis gun. 
The seconds, hardly able to keep their faces 
straight, concluded the 'arrangements and 
at last gave the word. The rifles exploded 
almost simultaneously, Bennett, of course, 
remaining untouched. Stewart, however, 
fell to the ground mortally wounded, and 
expired shortly afterward in great agony. 
Bennett was at once arrested, put upon 
trial, and after a prolonged discussion was 
convicted of murder in the first degree and 
sentenced to be hanged. His friends, as­ 
tonished at this result, made the most stren­ 
uous eflorts to have him pardoned. Fail­ 
ing in this, they tried to have the sentence 
commuted. But the governor remained 
firm against all entreaty. Threats nor 
persuasion could not move him, and on 
the day appointed for his execution Ben­ 
nett was hanged in the presence ol an 
enormous crowd. It may be remarked that 
this was the first and last duel ever fought 
in the State of Illinois. The hanging of 
Bennett put tho stigma upon the practice, 
and it has been looked^upon with abhor­ 
rence ever since. 
It is not generally known that the first 
duel (ot which any record is made), fought 
in this country was between two Puritans, 
named Edward Doty and Edward Leister. 
It was fought at Plymouth in 1021. These 
doughty gentlemen had a dispute, and de­ 
termined to settle it by an appeal to arms. 
The weapons chosen were the sword and 
dagger. They went into each other and 
lad a real pleasant time. When the affair 
was over, the Puritans sat in council to de­ 
termine what should bu done with the of­ 
fenders. There was no statute covering 
the case, and the staid New Englanders, 
even then Impressed with the right, since 
held by their descendants, to make law 
where none existed, decreed that Doty and 
Leister should be tied together, he^a and 
feet, for twenty-four hours, without food or 
drink, and exposed to the whole colony, 
through this novel pillory. This summary 
treatment threw such discredit on the prac­ 
tice of dueling that it stopped it in New 
England quite as effectually as the hang­ 
ing of Bennett did in Illinois.

The Bear Flag. 
The history cf the Bear Flag was re­ 
counted by John S. Hit tell at the last meet­ 
ing of the San Francisco Pioneer Society. 
Captain J. C. Fremont, at the head of an 
exploring expedition sent oui by the gov­ 
ernment of the United Stales, Laving en­ 
tered California without leave ol the Mex­ 
ican Government, was encamped at Mount 
Gabilan in February, 1S4G, when a dispute 
arose between him and a native Califor­ 
nian about a horse which the latter claimed 
as stolen. Fremont refused lo surrender 
the horse, aod delied the Mexican author­ 
ities, 
who 
had 
no 
troops 
that 
could 
safely 
attack 
the 
American riflemen. Tnis defiance irritat­ 
ed the Mexicans, and threats were made 
against the American settlers. 
Fremont 
was invited by these settlers to deciare war 
against Mexico, but declined to Uke so 
bold a step. The settlers organized them­ 
selves, and decided to anticipate un attack 
from the enemy. They captured Sonoma 
by a night attack, and thus started a revo­ 
lution. “ We must have a flag/'cried the 
riflemen. The wife of a settler supplied 
the muslin, and a house-painter outlined a 
huge star. “Put In a grizzly/’ suggested 
a rifleman, and his 
comrades shouted, 
“ Yes!” “Yes!” So the bear was painted, 
•landing nearly upright (his position when 
about to close with a formidable toe), fac­ 
ing the atar, and beneath him were the 
words, “California Republic.” 
The paint 
was obtained from a wheelwright's shop, 
and the execution did not excel in artistic 
merit. 
The party had entered Sonoma 
early on tie morning of Friday, June I”, 
and the fl*g was hoisted the same evening 
Un the 15:h Commander lde issued a proc­ 
lamation on behalf of the Republic of Cal­ 
ifornia.

All 
these 
rumors 
nothing 
could 
be 
traced 
to 
any 
definite 
authority 
beyond 
the facts which the Gazette here gives its 
readers. Probably all of the stories arose 
from one and the same occurrence. 
The 
statements herewith given seem to be well 
founded. It appears that yesterday Mr. 
Boyle, living between Shopiere and Beloitf 
went to the latter city to transact some bus­ 
iness, and on his return last night found 
that 
his 
son, 
Elmer 
Boyle, 
a 
boy 
of 
about 
17 
years, 
was missing, ani had not been seen for 
some hours. He hunted about aud finally 
found a note In his son’s handwriting, 
which bad been left on the table.

note he expressed his determination to do 
away with his life. Alarmed lest the threat

It was with 
great difficulty that the body was taken 
out, he having squeezed himself in where 
there was not even room.enough for him 
to turn over. Ga getting him out, and 
making an examination, it was discovered 
that he was still alive though very low,

from a revolver with which he had sought 
to end life. It was also soon discovers 
that Le had before using the revolver, at­ 
tempted suicide by self emasculation, ant 
this failing to be a speedy enough method 
had then resorted topowuerand ball. The 
motive which led the young man to com­ 
mit the act is not stated in the reports re 
cetved at this cilice, but from the statements 
made of the case it seems evident that he 
must have bien of unsound mind for the 
time being, at least.

Im 
agej or things not usually associated, arc 
brought suddenly together by some resent 
blanco oi congruity and we are pleased, 
both by the affinity discovered and by the 
display of talent in discovering it. 
Barrows’ famous description of wit is the 
most exhaustive to be found in literature, 
though it can hardly be styled a deflntion. 
The feeling itself can no more be defined 
than can the sensation ol color. 
We can 
experience the feelmg but cannot explain 
it. In social life it is the salt of conversa­ 
tion .and in literature it is that element 
which contributes most to pleasure. 
Various in form, it ranges from the trail 
mg pun through "quips and cranks aud 
wanton wiles,' clenches jokes, jests, bur­ 
lesques, parodies, caricature, exaggeration, 
bulls, retorts, repartees, up to the moat sent 
tenuous wisdom; for “the highest wit Is bu* 
wisdom at play. 
Numeron9 illustrations of these various 
forms of wit were presented in the papers 
read by Miss Goodell aud Major Baker 
and in the conversation shared in by the 
Revs G. W. Wallace and T. P. Bawlo and 
Profs, llaire and Kuuesiey.

Pure wit is often ill-natured and has a 
sting; but wit sweetened by a loving ex-

And with tho money 
given by the people, was a new synagogue 
erected ; howbeit there was no apartment 
for the children and for the youug m n
